Antidote to Chaos. 

The principle of zoning is to em- 
ploy system in the development of a 
city. It is no more probable that a 
city will develop into anything except 

chaos without the employment of a 
system, than to expect a factory to 
expand or a house to be built without 
gome definite plan being followed. St. 
Louis has what are known as 
Pblighted districts’’ lying between 
Grand avenue and Twelfth street. 
These districts are blighted simply 
because they are now unadapted to 
the conditions of the locality. They 
‘were originally planned for residen- 
tial purposes, but are now no longer 
primarily useful for residential pur- 
poses. Either they should never 
have been located there or the city 
should havé.been so built as to pre- 
werve their identity. Is St. Louis do- 
ing anything to protect itself against 
the further development of blighted 
Wistricts? Surely there is no reason 
not be 
blighted district west of Grand ave- 
nue a few years hence, so long as 
factories are permitted to invade this 
district as they now do.

German Loss Approximates soon | 
Now, at the end of three months, with a loss 
of above 500,000, the German has drawn some 20 
miles nearer to Paris, made large captures in 
prisoners and in booty, reoccupled around 2000 
square miles of France, more than half of it a 

| desert as a result of German devastations. He 
has won signal battle successes, but he has de- 
feated only one army, the Fifth British army, in 
such fashion as to impair its organization. and 
in the case of the French he has put no more than 
|four divisions, those which held the Aisne poat- 
tions, out of the campaign. 

To balance his gains the German has lost three 
months, and these three months mean the ar-

The Senate Committee on Agriculture has halt- 
ed the Jones amendment, embodying a prohibi- 
tion rider to the food survey bill, to investigate 
the truth of Bainbridge Colby’s statement that 
the enactment and enforcement of national pro- 
hibition at this time would reduce the output of 
our shipyards 25 per cent. 4 
Halting to investigate a statement of this kind 
indicates some ganity on the part of the Senate 
committee in dealing with a subject upon which 
violent -{ntolérance and brutal disregard of the 


| interest, have overthrown sanity. The question 
| is.not one to be settled so much by investigation 
as by sound principle and reason in the light of 
human experience and broad judgment. 

The warning expressed by Mr. Colby is not 
based upon his own.opinion alone. He declared 
this reduction of output which would be caused 
by national bone-dry legislation was the esti- 
mate of the Shipping Board and the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. In short, Mr. Hurley and Mr. 
Ti cash and their associated big business men, 
with broad experience in handling labor, see the 
inevitable effect of excessive and intolerant re- 
strictions upon men engaged in arduous and 
wearing labor for the winning of the war and 
who are urged to assume the hardest tasks and 
to exert every ounce of energy to that end. When 
in addition to the labors asked of them unneces- 
sary restrictions as to personal conduct and as 
‘to food or drink are imposed upon, them, what 
can be expected? Men who are deprived of what, 
they have been accustomed to use and are strait- 
jacketed in conformity with a code of conduct 
formulated by others and arbitrarily imposed by 
political power, are not inclined to cheerful sac- 
rifice, but to resentment and rebellion. 

Although the President has declined to attempt 
to influence legislation further, we know that 
he holds the opinion that sweeping prohibition 
would be unwise on account of its effect upon 
large elements of population. We know that Mr. 
Hoover and other leaders who have a broad view 
of conditions necessary to the unifying of the 
people for war effort are fearful of the effect of 
sweeping prohibition measures. 

Mr. Colby’a protest against measures of this 
kind have been Voiced heretofore. The Post-Dis- 
patch has repeatedly pointed out the danger of 
throwing the prohibition bomb into the ranks 
of the people ‘when every effort should be made 
to harmonize, tinify and stimulate all elements for | 
war-winning work. But Mr. Colby’s view is so 
clearly and ¢onvincingly stated that we reprint’ 
several excerpts so that they may be thoroughly 
impressed upon the public mind. He said: | 

You know that the labor in the shipyards 
is musclé racking, arduous and exhausting. 
Many of these men aré accustomed to light 
alcoholic stimulant. They regard beer as a 
food. To rend old habits is to subject them 
to a physical hardship, and with that there 
goes a feeling of resentment at what they re- 
gard as an infringement of their Hberty.

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INJUSTICE TO WOMEN WORKEBS. 


demned the methods used by the Brooklym Rapid 
Transit*Co. in putting into effect the departure 
of employing women on its trolleys. 

Applicants. for places were passed on with 
such utter lack of precaution as to introduce 
into the service of the company, in intimate deal- 
ing with the. public, many highly undesirable 
persons. Of this undesirable element some were 
drug addicts of almost total’ irresponsibility. 
Frivolous girls of from 14 to 17 were found taking 
fares. Almost all the undesirable element were 
characterless, dissolute women who improved in 
ways leading to scandal their opportunities of 
meeting the public on the cars. | 

How a new opportunity for women in a time 
of need might come to have a reproach attached 
to it because of an odium arising in one city is 
easy to be seen. Scandalous stories told about 
the conduct of the women trolley employes in 
Brooklyn might spread through the country to 


Having gained experience there, some of Brook- 
lyn’s trolley workers of dissolute life might have 
gone to other cities and engaged in. the same 
employment without amendment of their ways. 
The company’s carelessness in the matter 
was inexcusable. It almost seems as if there 
was an intent to discredit the employment of 
women in trolley service generally. 

But the just indignation caused by its course 
has forced a new and drastic policy. Acceptance 
by the company of a woman employe will, it is 
said, be the equivalent of a certificate of irre- 
prochable character hereafter. 
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MANNING THE FEDERAL COURT. 

The appointment of a special Judge and prose- 
cutor to take care of war cases in the United 
States District Court here is a gratifying act in 
view of the situation in the Federal Court here.

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AN UNSTANDARDIZED AMERICAN. 
‘Dwight O. Gilmore, bachelor,.foe of efficiency 
experts, possessor of $5,000,000, and an unique 
and highly interesting figure in the theatrical 
world, has just died at Springfield, Mass., after 
80 profitable years of life, during which he never 
had a vacation. 

He began his career by taking tickets at a 
theater door, and, though his activities had a 
great expansion afterward, never abandoned it. | 
To the. last he continued to take tickets at his| 
Court Square Theater in Springfield. He is | 
said to have known every American actor, man-| 
ager and producer of prominence in half a cen- | 
tury. He always checked: up the house after a/| 
performance and theatrical companies accepted | 
his figures without question. If the box office 
sold a ticket not presented, the company got its 
percentage, of the purchase price. 

He was the owner of prosperous theaters in half 
a dozen New England towns and lived in wealth 
as unassuming, well ordered and consistent a life 
as in poverty. Those of a more ostentatious 
manner of living criticised him .at their peril. 
He had a good memory and could generally recall 
evidences of a humbler beginning on their part or 
humiliatjng incidents that caused them to retire 
to silence. One of his parlor sports was to listen 
encouragingly to the exponents of efficiency sys- 
tems and condemn them to confusion and hope- 
less defeat with the information that he attended 
to the details of a complicated business and man- 
aged a great fortune without any clerical as- 


We are not awake to the supreme necessity of 
putting everything aside that does not count in 
the winning of the war and concentrating our 
united strength and thought to this end, with- 
out which nothing counts.

It will profit no American to win the largest 
fortune or gain the greatest political advantage 
or triumph over his fellows in any policy, if we 
lose the war. Let us get together for victory 
first, and then only will we fight over personal 
doctrines and petty interests.

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THIRTY-EIGHT MILES IN FRANCE. 

At six different places on the Flanders-French 
front American soldiers are now defending a total 
of 38 miles of line. In addition a large number 
of our soldiers are intermingled with French and 
British commands. We can well remember a 
time, after the war had been long in progress and 
had had many important developments, when the 
British occupied no greater extent of line. They/|a 
have never occupied three times as much and up 
to the beginning of the present year they guarded 
hardly twice as much. 

This 38 miles is only about one-thirteenth of 
the total distance from the sea to the mountains 
along which the Hun is being held back, but the 
date on which we assume responsibility for so 
much is an important date in war chronology, a 
emicccotbuponnamenty aeediaghgeahae ani 
We are already an im t’factor in the war. 
With the energy and fortune that have so 
far attended our a few months will bring 
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sistance whatever.

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PHILIPPINE PROBLEM SOLVED. 

Less than 20 years ago the Filipinos, the Span- 
ish having been expelled from their islands, were 
resisting in arms the power of the United States. 
They had had an experience of severa! centuries 
with alien domination and were suspicious of a 
transfer to new hands. They did not understand 
the purpose. 

But they understand now. They are training 
and equipping a force of 25,000 men to fight in 
Europe under the flag they once fought. They 
have subscribed more than $18,000,000 to the Unit- 
ed States war securities. War savings stamps to 
the amount of $30,000 have been bought in small 
amounts by a great number of purchasers. They 
have sent a hospital unit to France, have tendered 

powerful destroyer to Washington as a gift and 
have subscribed liberally to the Red Cross and 
other war charity funds. 

Our Philippine problem has at times given cause 
for deep anxiety.

FORD SAYS HE HAS ALWAYS. 
TRIED TO VOTE FOR BEST MAN 


Tells Story of Father’s Advice to 
Him When Asked Whether He 
Is Democrat or Republican. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., June 22.—When 


Henry Ford was asked, in connection 
with the proposal to nominate him 
for the United States Senate, whether 
he was a Democrat or Republican, 
he laughed and said: 

“That makes me think of the law- 
yer who demanded that a witness 
answer yes or no, and, when the 
witness protested, the lawyer held 
that any question could be _ an- 


swered yes or no. “ ‘All right, then,’ 
said the witness, ‘have you quit beat- 
ing your wife?’” He continued: 


“Years ago, when I was just past 
my twenty-first birthday, my father 
said to me, ‘Henry, you are a man 
now and a citizen, and it is time for 
you to vote.’ He took me to the vot- 
ing place and advised me to vote 
for James A. Garfield for President. 
I did so and then it came to the 
congressional race. He advised me 


to vote for William C. Maybury. 


“ ‘But,’ I said, ‘Mr. Maybury is a 
Democrat.’ ‘Henry, never mind 
that,’ replied my father. ‘You 
should always vote for the best man, 
regardless of party.’ 

“Now, that’s all I know about 
party politics. I have always tried 
to vote for the best men, as my 
father suggested on the first day I 
ever voted, and I’ve been too busy 
to pay much further attention to 
politics.”’ 


BLOWS UP HIS AMBULANCE, 
FIGHTS WITH FOREIGN LEGION 


American Driver Spends His 
Twenty-First Birthday in Hos- 
pital After Being Wounded 
by Germans, 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
PARIS, June 21.—Hardwick E. 
Nevin is in Dor. Joseph A. Blake’s 
hospital here with a bullet in his 
arm. He was in the United States 
ambulance service, but when his car 
was blown up and Nevin was left 
without a job, he fought three days 
in the Foreign Legion when that 
regiment stopped the Germans in a 
sector of the line near Villers-Cot- 
terets, two weeks ago. 
Nevin, an undergraduate of 
Princeton, is from Virginia. His 
father is a Major in® the United 
States army, his mother is a bac- 
teriologist in Dr. Blake's hospital, 
his brother is an ambulance driver 
in Italy. He celebrated his twenty- 
first birthday in the hospital. 

After every other civilian had 
been carried out of the town in 
which Nevin had been at work, he 
moved, too—with an ambulance full 
of old women who could not pos- 
sibly walk. He reached there at 
midnight and immediately started 
back to report to his sector, as or- 
dered. He got back at 4 o'clock 
in the morning, but he had no gas- 
oline. The Germans were coming 
on. His officer gave the order to 
blow up the car rather than let it 
be captured. This being done, Nev- 
in was left without a car just as a 
group of Foreign Legion men swung 
past on their way to stop a gap in 
the French line. Nevin got a gun 
and joined the legionnaires. For 
two days and nights he fought at the 
front; then, wounded, he walked 
several miles back before he reached 
a hospital, from which, at the re- 
quest of his mother, he was recent- 
ly brought back to Paris.

Letter to Parents. 

The text of his irteresting letter 
follows: 

“T am a pilot. 

“Two days ago I finished my last 
brevet test, and now I have my 
‘wings and my R. M. A. 
| “On my last two voyages I had 
quite exciting times. On both days 
it was very cloudy and windy and ! 
flew through cloud after cloud, be- 
ing tossed about like a feather until 
I was almost exhausted. 

_ “On the last leg of my last voyage 
:I wetn into a big cloud at 1000 me- 


and around, trying to find where I 
‘was on the map but couldn’t. Then 


So I spiraled down to a tower alt!- 
tude, picked out a good field to land 
in and landed. 

‘Then I found I was just 25 kilo- 
meters from camp, but nearly out of 
gasoline. Meanwhile the entire pop- 
'ulace of a little village came run- 


ning out to see the airplane land— 
kids by the dozen, women and men 
—and then I had my first taste of 
fame. 

“They all crowded about me, the 
kids wild with excitement. I can 
imagine how frantic I should have 
been at 10 or 12 years of age, had an 
aviator landed near me. 

Had Lunch With Mayor. 

“First, I sought out the Mayor of 
the town, and asked him to appoint 
a. guard for my.machine. He picked 
out an old man who produced, mys 
teriously from somewhere, a huge 
brass plate containing the words 
‘Deputie Special,’ and a club, and, 


hanging the plate around his neck 
by a huge belt, he marched pompou. 
ly around my machine, shooing off 
the inquisitive kids. He had the time 
of his life. I walked to town, fol-| 
lowed by a ‘million’ kids, more or 
less, and telephoned to camp fcr 
more gasoline. 

“While waiting for the ‘gas’ I had 
lunch on the Mayor and the rest of 
the village who gathered aroun the 
little cafe and jabbered French at me 
so fast I was dazed. 

“In due time a motor truck arrived 
with the ‘gas,’ and I started off for 
home. I had located myself after 
landing and got home in 10 minutes. 

“On the other voyage I was turned 
completely around in going through 
a big cloud and found myself going 
back the way I started. 

“These voyages are very interest- 
ing, and one learns more about fly- 
irg on them than at any other part 


of the course of instruction. 
Describes Flights. 

“The grand voyages are called tri- 
angles. You land at a certain town, | 
register at the airdrome, have your | 
‘papers of voyage’ signed by the of- 
ficer in charge, and continue on to 
the next point. I wrote you of my 
two ‘petits voyage.’ 

“Then the last thing I finished 
was the altitude test. On this I 
had to reach a height of 2000 meters 
(about 6600 feet) amd fly at that 
level for an hour. I got as high as 
3100 meters for a while, the highest 
I have ever flown. It was also 
cloudy on this day, but there was one | 
little patch of blue sky in the clouds, | 
so I kept circling up in it. On the 
way up I went through a blinding 
Snowstorm at 1500 meters, with 
strong winds blowing in all direc- 
tions. They tossed me about, but I 
soon got above the snow, and could 
see it whirling around below me. 

“At 2000 meters the world looks 
round. It’s a queer sensation, for, 
‘cathe you bank your machine over, 
it does not feel as if the machine 
| was banking; it feels as though the 
| world was sliding up to meet you. 
_It was very cold at this altitude. and 
I had to keep beating my hands on | 
my knees to warm them, although | 
I had on three pairs of gloves, paper, 
| woolen and leather gauntlets. After | 
Staying there an hour I started down. | 

Tells of “Stunts” in Air. | 
“Here I did a few stunts. First | 
I did a wing-slip and dropped 600) 
| meters (about 2000 feet) straight 
| down with it. Then I did an Immel- 
| man turn, or ‘renversment,’ as it is 
|called in French. Then I tried to 
|loop, but the machine got straight 
‘up in the air, instead of falling over 
‘in a loop, it slipped off in a second 
| wing-slip. 
| “Then I spiraled down in a tight 
| spiral, and finally brought her down 
|in the field and landed. I could 
‘hardly hear anything for an hour 
after landing. That was the end. I 
had finished. 

“I have had 26 hours 30 minutes 
of flying. Now I am staying here 
for a week. Because of the big of- 
fensive in progress now the army 
| won't let us use the trains for ‘per- | 

missions,’ as all the cars are needed |

“When my week is up I shall go 
to the advance flying school, where

Every Antiiew of Naval War Sean 


Painted Ships and Weird Effects on Every Hand, but the Business. of 
Getting Men and Supplies ‘‘Over There’? Goes on as Though There 


Were No New Menace at Hand. 


A writer for the Springtield (Mass.) Republican made a tour of New York har- 


bor and its defenses at the height of the U-Boat menace and following is his 


graphic description of what he saw of the measures that were being taken to —_ 
America’s greatest port and her shipping from attack: 


It was in the lower harbor, below the Lib- 
erty Statue, that New York began to show 
as a port on a war basis. Here were the 
camouflaged ships at anchor. There were 
hundreds of them, steamers, schooners, tank- 
ers, all ages, shapes and sizes. Blue, black 
and white, all shades of gray, occasionally. 
green, the stripes ran up and down their 
sides: ‘There were wildly zig-zagging stripes, 
stripes that spread outward and upward from 
the center of the ship’s side like a fan, 
stripes that curved upward, terminating in 
the superstructure of the bridge in lines like 
those of the bow; horizontal stripes jagged 
on their upper edge with imemnse saw teeth; ,_ 
cubistic stripes that were not; strictly speak- 
ing, stripes at all, but like the patterns of a 
crazy quilt. ; 

But camouflage does not show to best ad- 
vantage on gray mornings. It does not 
dazzle at near view, and at the first sight of 
the ships, coming among them suddenly from 
around the end of Governor's Island, the defi- 
nitenéss of outline was a mild shock to pre- 
conceived notions. Nevertheless, the purring 
of the airplane motor overhead was now 
plainly audible. To the right of the course, 
off Staten Island, lay a group of old warships 
at anchor, but with steam up, lookouts post- 
ed and guns trained. Far down the harbor, 
between the anchored shipping and the Nar- 
rows, a squadron of patrol boats, lean of 
bow, square of stern and built for speed, 
passed leisurely back and forth across’ the 
water, one of them dragging with it a cap- “ 
tive balloon of the sausage type which 
perked along with peculiar and rather ridicu- 
louis motions, as though resenting each tug 
of the rope. On nearer view the lookouts- on 
these smaller craft were also seen to be post- 
ed, and at their neat little three-inch stern 
guns, a group of husky sailors invariably 
“stood by.” Whatever camouflage might be 
worth at that short range, it was plain that 
the other precautions were all being taken. 


A Hole in the Ship 


By the time these details of the protecting 
fleet were visible, the virtue of the camou- 
flage was apparent also. First a ship with 
a broad blue-gray band zig-zagging up its cen- 
ter through the smokestack seemed suddenly, 
at a range of perhaps half a mile, to have de- 
‘veloped a hole in its middle. One seemed to 
be looking through it at sky, and, to ocular 
appearances, except under the closest scru- 
tiny, it ceased to be a ship at all, but some 
naval monstrosity split in two. At about the 
same distance another ship which lay with 
its bow pointed toward us, suddenly appeared 
to have turned about and to confront us with ° 
its stern. So marked was the illusion in this 
case that no amount of scrutiny could sepa- 
rate the real from the illusion. This was the 
ease, too, of another ship whose stern sud- 
denly began to appear as a broadside. 

The ship with the bow curverpainted on the 
superstructure demonstrated a unique merit. 
Instead of one big ship, it gave the illusion 
of being two smaller ones, the bow of the 
first—the real one—seeming to be crossing 
the bow of the second—a fake one—at a nar- 
row angle. Across even this slightly choppy 
water the saw-tooth design seemed to sink 
the ship in the wave motion until only the 
masts and the superstructure had anything 
like definite form. Only the fan-shaped cam- 
ouflage and the distinctly cubist patterns re- 
tained at a mile—still a very fair torpedo 
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-range—anything like their actual outline, and 
it was easy to believe that with the fan it 
would be different when the spray was flying; 
that the crazy-quilt pattern would puzzle the 
eye of the keenest observer when the sea was. 
a dazzle of bright sunlight and wave shad- 
ows. On the whole, right in the harbor, lying 
at anchor, these ships would form no perfect 
target at anything like a sportsman’s range.

The Net at the Narrows 


All these precautions are taken inside the- 
harbor, where only by the rarest and most 
desperate chance a U-boat could penetrate” 
Outside the net at the Narrows, which shows © 
only as a thin line of brown seaweed on the 
surface of the water, they are redoubled.” As 
the Sandy Hook boat went down in the morn- 
ing, the sea to the northeast revealed as far 
as the eye could reach the tireless patrol 
and destroyers cruising to and fro on their 
beats. From one of these again, the jerky ° 
eaptive balloon rode, while from out of the 
fog banks an occasional airplane showed - 
itself, a mere speck against the sky. 

Once, too, just to show that the defense was 
not confined to the sea alone, a big gun spoke... 
The excursion steamer was perhaps three. 
miles from Sandy Hook. Suddenly over the 
low spit of land just becoming visible through — 
the haze, there came a slight flash, like sharp 
lightning when the sun is shining. Then it 
was a full minute before the sound came— 
muffled in the dampness so that it shocked 
the ear no more than a photographer's flash- 
light. But the steamer—and she was no 
midget—quivered from stem to stern. 

On the return in the afternoon, they were 
making us a convoy. Before the excursion 
steamer reached the Narrows a few big 
freighters, their decks piled high with enor- 
mous crates, steamed slowly out into the 
ocean. Curiously enough, as they came 
through the passage between the net and the 
shore, no protection was visible. But within 
five minutes, out of the water itself, it seemed, 
though in reality they came out of the fog bank 
a couple of miles out, five destroyers appeared 
as crowds spring up out of the ground when 
accidents occur on the streets af night. 
Around and around their charge the circled at 
tremendous speed, the spray waves cut by 
their bows visible two miles off. An airplane — 
circled overhead. 
out at sea, another big “chaser” appeared 
with the ever-present captive balloon flying 
aloft.

Then, as the excursion ship entered the har- 
bor ship after ship passed us, laden, {t could 
be seen on their decks, with all the things 
destined for an army, ships enough for all 
the fingers of the hands and still more ships. 
Then out at sea, just as the green wall of the 
old fort on the east side of the channel shut 
out the vision, more destroyers hove to out 
of the fog bank. Far up the river the trans 
ports were steaming up and ordering thetr 
bronzed passengers below decks. 

There must have been a gréat gathering of 
ships that night somewhere off where the 
powerful harbor lights flickered like distant 
lamps, and somewhere farther off still, there 
may have been peril. But the fleet was not 
efraid, neither had the city reaso# to be, be- 
cause both were protected.

Competition Not Limited, How- 
ever, Announcement Says— 
No Money Prizes Offered. 


Plays bearing on the war, and 
containing war propaganda, are de- 
sired by the Drama Committee of the 
St. Louis Art League in its second 
annual competition, the terms of 
which were announced yesterday. 
‘War plays suitable for production in 
little theaters or on the vaudeville 
stage” are especially desired, the 
committee says in its circular of an- 
nouncement. 

The competition will not be lim- 
rted to war plays, and plays on other 
themes are also desired. 

No money prizes will be offered 
this year, as the organization holds 
that, in view of the demands of 
causes connected with the war, ex- 
penses must be curtailed in every 
way possible.

CROSS 3 MISSOURI COUNTIES 


Horace G. Cupples Would Construct 
Waterway to Shorten Distance Be- 
tween Kansas City and Cairo. 


Horace G. Cupples, who conceived 


the plan of the Arcadian highway, 
has filed in Clayton “notice of a wa- 
ter right’’ which outlines a plan to 
construct a canal 30 miles long 
through Jefferson, Franklin and St. 
Louis counties, that will ‘‘shorten the 
route from Kansas City to Cairo 50 
miles.’"” The canal, as planned, would 


| “*Missouri 


begin at the Missouri River in Frank- 
lin County and end at the confluence 
of the Meramec and Mississippi 
rivers, which is a point in the south- 
east corner of St. Louis County. 

The canal is to be known as the 
Short-cut Canal,” and 
provision is made for a dam near its 
beginning, the dam to cross the Mis- 
souri River and to be two miles long. 
The canal is to be 30 miles long, 200 
feet wide and 29 feet deep. A power 
plant also is included in the plan, the 
power to be at the disposal of St. 
Louis and cities along the Arcadian 
highway. 

Statement is made that the engi- 


neering plans for the canal will pro- 
ceed during the war, construction to 
begin after the war, and the whole 
to be completed ‘within five years 
after the declaration of peace.” It is 
stated that

Kansas City Man, in Con- 
fession, Says She Angered 
Him by Telling of Love for 


a Sailor. 


POLICE BELIEVE 
MURDER PLANNED 


John R. Jackson, Whose Real 
Name Is Said to Be Irving 
Morgan, Cool as He Tells 
of Killing. 


KANSAS CITY, June 22.—-Mrs. 
John R. Jackson was alive when her 
husband pushed her from the win- 
dow of a Pullman car the night of 
June 13 near Shelbina, Mo., and 
death resulted from the fall, and not 
from strangulation, Jackson said 
late yesterday afternoon. 

The confessed wife murderer sat 
in the office of J. L. Ghent, Chief 
of Detectives, and calmly recited the 
scene in the compartment before 
the murder. His story required 
more than an hour to tell. He said 
the murder occurred about 9 o’clock, 
just before they retired for the night. 

“She told me she could not love 
me and that we must separate, so 
she could marry a sailor,” Jackson 
said. Mrs. Jackson was lying across 
the bed, her head resting on the 
window ledge, he said. They both 
had disrobed preparatory to going 
to bed. He had opened the window 
previously to throw out a box of 
chocolate candy melted by the heat. 

Says She Taunted Him. 

“She laughed and talked in a 
taunting manner,” he said, “and I 
seized her and pushed her out of the 
window.”’ 

Jackson, the quiet, taciturn 
eashier for the Standard Film Cor- 
poration, deliberately planned the 
murder of his wife before boarding 
the train and threw her body 
from the window to escape detec- 
tion, facts brought to light today 
tend to establish. The slayer says 
in his confession to the police that 
he committed the act in a fit of pas- 
sion after his wife had confessed 
she had been irtimate with a sailor 
at the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station, and with numerous other 
men.

“Jackson,”’ or Morgan, knew of his 
wife’s infatuation for the sailor and 
other men, it has been established, 
so the wife’s confession on the 
train, the police say, could have no 
new and sudden revelation such as 
would arouse in him an insane im- 
pulse for murder. Other damning 
evidence to disprove his story is the 
fact he did not obtain a leave of ab- 
sence from his employers before de- 
parting the night of June 13—“in 
fact, he did not mention he had 
planned to go. 

Made No Mention of Trip. 

He returned to his work between 
8 and 8:30 o'clock Friday morning, 
it was said today, and no mention 
was made of his trip out of the city. 
Among his office associates, it was 
said, Jackson showea no nervous- 
ness before or after the crime, and 
Was as congenial as usnal. He was 
described today as one of taciturn 
disposition and given little to mak- 
ing confidential statements, partic- 
ularly concerning his past life cr his 
home relations. 

Jackson cbtained a Pullman com- 
partment instead of an ordinary 
sleeping berth for his trip. The 
compartment is closed from the re- 
mainder of the car and would aid 
in preventing detection of the crime. 
No evidence has been found to show 
that Mrs. Jackson had threatened 
to leave her husband. Jackson sid 
in his confession that she had made 
the threat while on the train, and 
Said if she could not break the mari- 
tal ties she would k’'ll both him and 
their child. 

Jackson's remarkable coo)]ness on 
his return home was commented on 
today. He talked of his wife, when 
he expected her home, and romped 
with his little boy as if nothing had 
occurred. Here again is . weak 
Place in his story, the police say, 
for although he said he “loved his 
wife better than life itself,”” yet there 
is nothing to show remorse on his 
part. His hearty demeanor in his 
home gave no indication of the loss 
of one “dearly loved,” although slain 
by his own hand. 

At the time Jackson was in St. 
Louis last Sunday his wife had been 
dead three days, but her body was 
not found until Monday. 

Coolness Unbroken. 

Jackson, in the custody of the de- 
tectives, was taken to the Standard 
Film Corporation offices today, 
where he coolly and deliberately 
Straightened up his affairs with the 
company and made out reports. 

The murderer is of neat appear- 
ance. He was dressed when arrest- 
ed in a palm beach suit, a straw hat, 
@& soft collar and polka dot tie. He 
is dark and leaves the impression 
he might have a tint of Indian blood. 
His height is about 5 feet 10 inches. 
He is of medium build, with a ten- 
dency toward slenderness. He stands 
noticeably erect.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The 
_gteadily increasing participation of 
American troops in the fighting in 
France, was sharply marked in to- 
day's casualty list. Of the 1563 men 
named, 52, including three officers, 
were killed in action, the heaviest 
death roll from the battlefield yet 
made public. 

Probably no particular action is 
responsible for the number of killed 
but it is an accumulation from the 
five or six sections of the front where 
the Americans are fighting and from 
patrol sections as well as from the 
larger operations like the attack yes- 


terday near Chateau-Thierry to rec- 


tify the lines. Great care is exercised | 
in forwarding the lists not to reveal | 
the losses in any particular engage- | 


inent. 

The British take similar precau- 
ons. Their casualty lists last week 
passed the 30,000 mark. During the 
week, so far as known, the British 
were involved in no major operations 
except on the Italian front. A com- 
parison of the American and British 
lists, however, in some measure 
forms a gauge of the limited extent 
to which the United States has as 
yet been able to bring its power to 
bear against the German invaders. 

The American list today is divided 
as follows: Killed in action, 52; died 
of wounds, 26; died of airplane acci- 
dent, 1; died of disease, 9; died of 
accident and other causes, 10:

War Secretary Issues Order That 


All Boards Must Not Discrim- 
inate Against Blacks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—‘The 
War Department will brook no dis- 
crimination against negro men in) 


the application of the draft law, 
and any cases of alleged or sus- 
pected discrimination brought to 
our attention will be investigated 
and any wrong done will be right- 
ed,’ Secretary Baker declared today 
when his attention was called to 
persistent reports that draft boards 
are discriminating against negro 
registrants who claim exemption 


on account of dependent relatives. 


According to these reports, 4 
draft board in a given community, 
will refuse to exempt negroes with 
families to support, but will ex- 


empt white men in similar circum-| 
stances. Secretary Baker said no. 
such instance had been brought to, 


his attention. 


“T have heard of draft boards 


in adjoining counties taking a dif- 
ferent view of practically identical 
facts with regard to white men,” 
he said. “I have never heard the. 
question brought up with regard to 
colored men. The answer in all | 
cases is that a review is provided | 
directly by the President. All that | 
is necessary for anybody to do who | 
thinks there is a grievance is to) 
point it out to the War Department | 
and it will be investigated. If the. 
draft boards act unfairly, we will | 
correct their actions.” | 
The Secretary said any negro 
registrant who felt he had not been 
fairly treated should make it 
known to the War Department.

All but one of the 10 Ford dealers 
in St. Louis have agreed to close 
their establishments after 6 p. m. 
week days and on Sundays and holi- 
days for service, in accordance with 
the instructions from the War Econ- 
omy Board.

HEAVIER OIL AND LESS 
GASOLINE IN SUMMER 


“At this time of the year the owner 
of a good motor car ought to drain 
the oi] from the crank case at least 
every four weeks,” said F. H. Ren- 
gers, sales manager of the Moon Mo- 
tor Car Co. of St. Louis. “If he will 
do this he will frequently find that 
the oil has been sadly diluted with 
gasoline which has gotten past the 
piston and into the oil. This destroys 
its lubrication qualities and it really 
becomes worse than no oil at all. 
“During the hot summer season it 
is advisable to use a somewhat heav- 
ier oil.than in the winter,” continued 
Rengers. “It is also well in the hot 
season to run the carburetor with as 
thin a mixture as possible. 


“A grave mistake made by some 
drivers is to hold the choke closed | 
too long after starting the motor and 
some often run the car with the 
choke closed. The effect of this is 
to throw into the firing chamber raw 
gasoline, which eventually goes down 
into the lubricating oil and has the 
serious effect of causing the pistons 
to score, brings about premature pis- 
ton ring wear and cylinder wear and 
increases the smoke from the exhaust 
and causes excessive carbon in the 
cylinders.”

IMAY USE ALCOHOL 


MIXED WITH GASOLINE 


Although this country produces 
about two-thirds of the petroleum of 
the world and produced more gasoline 
this year than ever before, investiga- 
tions are being carried on by the N4- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce with a view to exploiting the 


use of mixtures of alcohol and gaso- 
line in motor vehicles. The produc- 
tion of industrial alcohol on a large 
scale would help materially te in- 
erease the supply of motor fuel. 

Nearly all the automobiles in Nor- 
way and Sweden are operating on al- 
cohol made from waste sulphite liquor 
from paper pulp mills. Alcohol is also 
used in automonhiles in Spain, where 
the sale of gasoline for use in passen- 
ger cars has been prohibited. 

Alcohol can be produced at the 
paper pulp mills in this country at a 
cost of 15 to 20 cents a gallon at the 
present time, and if all the paper 
mills suitable for the purpose were 
equipped with the necessary plants 
they would have a combined capacity 
of 15,000,000 gallons a year. 

Waste from sugar mills and waste 
vegetable products provide other 
sources for the production of alcohol. 
Distilleries and breweries whose busi- 
ness is being curtailed by passage of 
dry laws in different states and by 
regulations of the Food Administra- 
tion against use of grain for manu- 
facture of intoxicants, have the ap- 
paratus and skilled labor requisite for 
the production of industrial alcohol 
from these wastes. They should wel- 
come an opportunity to continue op- 
eration, utilizing such products. 

Alcohol can be blended with gaso- 
line to produce a suitable fyel that 
will avoid the difficulties of starting 
a cold motor on alcohel alone, and 
without any change in the carburetor 
or the compression of the engine.

WARM WEATHER HINTS 


FOR THE MAN WHO MOTORS 


“Now that summer is actually with 
Ms, with the weather man forcasting 
many hot days to come, it may not 
be amiss for me to offer a few sug-~- 
gestions for the guidance of St. 


Louis motorists for the next few 
months,” says Edward Weber, local 
distributor of Studebaker cars. 

“Imperfect lubrication is, of course, 
one of the chief causes of motor ills 
during the warm weather. This, how- 
ever, is not an incurable summer mal- 
ady of the automobile—the remedy 
is simple and only requires a little 
care and patience on the part of the 
owner, or driver of the car. 

“A heavier grade of oil should be 
used in the motor during the summer 
than is used in the winter. As the 
oil heats it becomes thinner and 
loses some of its lubricating qualities. 
The various makes of oil come in 
several grades and we are only tov 
glad to advise Studebaker owners as 
to the particular grade to be used 
in Studebaker cars. 

“The oil should be drained from the 
Oil pan every five or six hundred 
miles and replaced with fresh oil. At 
this time of the year it is a very good 
idea to drain off all the old oil in 
the oil pan and then pour a gallon 
of kerosene in the oil filler pipe af- 
ter first replacing the drain plug. 
Then turn the engine over several 
times, using the starting motor and 
keeping the ignition switch in the 
“off” position, This operation will cir- 
culate the kerosene through the sys- 
tem and remove all sediment. After 
this operation it is not sufficient mere- 
ly to drain the kerosene from the oil 
pan, as each little trough located 
beneath the conecting rods would re- 
main filled with kerosene, which 
would dilute the fresh supply of oil. 
Remove the oil and dip pans and 
thoroughly cleanse off all particles of 
sediment. At the same time clean 
the screen which separates the pump 
well from the rest of the reservior. 

“The tendency for an engine to 
overheat on a particular, hot day 
makes it necesary that the cooling 
System should be working to full ef- 
ficiency. A thorough cleansing of the 
water passages now, to remove any 
scale or sediment which may have 
collected, will save the motorist con- 
siderable trouble later on. 

“To clean the cooling system, first 
drain the water, then refill with hot 
water, preferably soft water, and run 
the engine. Insert through the radia- 
tor filler pipe a teacupful of common 
washing soda, and, with the engine 
running, allow the soda solution to 
circulate for five minutes. Then drain 
the system and refill with fresh water 
to flush out and remove all traces of 
the soda solution. After this the 
radiator is ready for its supply of 
fresh water for regular use. 

“Drivers who make a practice of 
loosening the fan belt for winter 
operation should inspect the adjust- 
ment now. If the belt is found to be 
Slack is will be the work of but a 
few minutes to put it in proper work- 
ing order. The belt should be just 
tight enough to prevent it slipping 
on the pulley, and the owner’s judg- 
ment should enable him to decide 
when the adjustment is correct. 

“About twenty pounds to the Inch 
is the proper inflation for your tires 
during the summer. More harm wil] 
come from under inflation than from 
the increase in pressure which may 
result on hot days.” 


NEVER USE KEROSENE 
IN WASHING TIRES 


Here’s « suggestion from the B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Co. that will save 
motorists money: When you wash 
your car with a mixture of kero- 
sene and water, make sure the liquid 
does not reach the tires. Washing 
cars and washing tires are two en- 
tirely different propositions. 

A common method when washing a 
car is to mix» kerosene with water. 
This is advisable when washing the 
body or wheels, to remove mud and 
dust from the varnish, but no kero- 
sene should reach the tires because 
kerosene eats rubber. Water alone 
is best for washing tires. Soap and 
water wil] not injure the tire pro- 
vided the tire is wiped clean with a 
sponge dampened with clean water 
and then dried with a weil-wrung 
cloth. 

In many sections of the country 
the main traveled highways are well 
Oiled. After every run on an oil 
road it is imperative that the tires 
be washed thoroughly to make cer- 
tain all ojl is removed. If it is im- 
possible, say the Goodrich experts, 
to remove oil and dirt that has be- 
come caked on the tire with water 
alone, water slightly diluted with 
kerosene or gasoline may be used 
Safely provided the tire is cleaned 
and perfectly dried afterwards. 

The fact that oil is injurious can 
be readily proven by immersing a 
small piece of rubber into kerosene 


and allowing it to soak. The rubber 
will soon swell and lose its elas- 
ticity. The reasonefor this is ap- 
parent. Kerosene is rich in fatty 
qualities which remain after evap- 
oration of the gases. Every time a 
tire is washed with a kerosene mix- 
ture the rubber is deprived of some 
of its strength. The same chemical 
actions takes place when oil and 
rubber meet as when sugar is 
dropped into water. <A solution im- 
mediately forms. Car owners should 
immediately wash off all small spots 
of lubricating oil that so often find 
their way to the tire tread in ga- 
rages. 

Unusual care should be exercised 
with tires having been run several 
thousand miles. In most instances 
such tires have many small cuts and 
very often have parts of the fabric 
exposed. Oil of any kind which seeps 
into these small crevices and reaches 
the tire fabric tends to separate the 
fabric and deterioration sets in,

street. 
With the exception of the Pennsyl-

fare grouped in the Boatmen’s Bank 


ings on the west side of Broadway. 
The space occupied by the offices on 
the east side of Broudway probably 
will be vacated and sublet by the 
Government for other purposes. 

The offices on both sides of 
|Broadway are occupied by the rail- 
way companies under leases, which 
have 17 years to run, according to 
Lawrence B. Pierce, president of the 
corporations which own the Boat- 
men’s Bank Building and annex and 
who engineered the deal whereby the 
ticket offices were concentrated in 
this block.

~“Bater in the present week, indeed, 
a quasi-official statement was given 
out at Washington, that the autumn 
War loan would be six thousand mil- 
lions, and that its interest rate would 
be no higher than the 4% per cent 
of the last loan. 

~“Oetober is a fair distance of time 
away from us, but the intimations of 
the week raise the question, clearly 
enough, whether that much of bor- 
rowing will be necessary, and-how it 
would affect the financial situation. 

“A ‘six bil'ion loan’ would exceed 
by nearly $1,000,000,000 tne largest 
war loa yet raised by any belliger- 
ent Government; and England's $6,- 
600;000,000 issue of February, 1917, 
Was separated by a year and a half 
from .that Government's preceding 
War loan, and has not been followed 
‘by another loan of the sort in the 16 
SUdsequent months. A loan with a 
minimum requisition of the size pro- 
posed, would ask for twice as much 
as the+Treasury has yet applied for, 
ahd its rinimum would be $1,800,00,- 
000 above the total subscription ob- 
tained for the third war loan, § 
The Coming Loan. 

.“There is some reason to believe 
that the needs of the Government at 
that time will be as large as that. 
Sich a conclusion, however, is not 
Dased on any scientific examination 
of the matter; indeed, there is still 
a@n entire absence of any serious ef- 
fort to sift out the probabilities.

1 was already engaged in big undertakings for the 
Government. The Bethlehem. establishment is now 


- handling about $600,000,000 worth of war work for this 


country and its allies. Ninety-five per cent of its fa- 
cilities is devoted to governmental and war work. A 
large portion of that consists of shipbuilding for 
the emergency fleet, a still larger aggregate portion to 
ship equipment, machinery, plates for fabricated ves- 
sela, and so on. It's going to be bandied all right 
without me, but then I was interested in it and natur- 
ally wanted to see it through. But when they said I 
was needed in this job I let loose and came on, and 
from the first moment I have been interested in it as 
I was never interested in a task before. Goodness 
knows, I love Bethlehem, and am proud of it, but it 
is all suspended, Jismissed, abjured for the present ex- 
cept as it relates to the success of this undertaking. 


My wife was even astonished at the way I went into | 
this. A few mornings after I took hold she remarked, 


laughingly, “The old warhorse must smell gun- 
powder now; I never saw him so fussed up over any- 
thing before.” 


It’s a venture ratiier novel to me. It is my first 
public position. I've never taken part in politics, ex- 
cept to vote and line up inconspicuously with the party 
The concerns with which I have been 
associated have done work for administrations of all 
political complexions and Governments of all types; 
sv I have always thought it best to leave active pol- 
itics alone. Besides, I haven't had time for it. I have 
only one political speech to my credit. It was made 
over at Braddock 30 years ago, when I was young and 
impulsive. I urged the election of the Republican 
ticket. As a consequence, or as a fact, the town went 
Democratic for the first and only time, I believe, since 
the Civil War. I decided then that practical politics 
wasn’t my field and clung thereafter to business. 

Furthermore, I have been absolute master in every 
undertaking with which I was associated in the indus- 
trial world. Even when I was with Mr. Carnegie I was 
absolute within my province, with no limitation of any 
form or character on my authority; I could do any- 
thing I pleased and as I pleased; within the realm of 
my activities I have always had the power, so to 
speak, of a czar or dictator. 

I have everything I want that can be given by those 
in control. It isn’t my job to initiate, but to construct. 
The Shipping Board or the Emergency Fleet Board 
finds out what is needed; my job is to see that it is 
produced. 

The American people, in an abstract, unofficial 
sense, can help with encouragement, enthusiasm, con- 
fidence, determination; not for me personally, but 
for those working with us. Never in my life has 
anyone worked for me; they all work with me. Spur 
on the chaps with the riveters, cheer them, show that 
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we believe in them and are de- 
pending confidently on them. 
Boost! 

So far as I have been able to 
examine the work being done at 
first hand, it is good; that is to 
say, as a whole. I have been able 
to visit scarcely any yards ex- 
cept those in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict. The ones there that have 
been completed and equipped are 
well located, well constructed and 
as perfectly equipped as I have 
ever seen. Others are progressing 
nicely and, I believe, when com- 
pleted will be equally as efficient. 

Why did I move the Emergency 
Fleet to Philadelphia? 

The shipbuilding zone is there, 
about four times the size of the 
district of Columbia. Within that 
area 45 per cent of the ships are 
being and will be constructed, 
which means that Philadelphia is 
the practical center of operations. 
The place for any executive is in 
the middle of the zone of activ- 
ity. - 

I moved the Emergency Fleet 
offices to Philadelphia for the 
same reason that when | took over 
Bethlehem I closed my New York 
house and removed to the town 
where most of the work was going on. 

This doesn’t mean that shipbuilding necessarily is 
* to be restricted to or centered in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict. Ship yards are scattered along the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts and on the Pacific, operations out there 
centering in the Northwest. Materials, labor and shops_ 
influence the location and enlargement of yards, and 
those things make it necessary that the largest propor- 
tion of the work be done in the Philadelphia district, 
as is the case. 

Where extensions or enlargements are made it will 
be at those places which have dem6nstrated by actual 
results the best ability for producing. We are getting 
to the point now where we can apply some very prac- 
tical tests, and they will be applied. 


My happiest reflection on my past business career 
has to do with my relations to the workingman. I! 
believe I understand him, I know I sympathize with 
him—not in the apologetic sense or a patronizing sense 
—but in the sense that all of us who are worth while 
are workingmen. Like all of us, he needs encourage- 
ment, and, beyond everything, proper recognition of 
his services. You not only need to pay him for what 
he does—few men work for mere pay—but to lend 
him incentive, appeal to his pride and deal with him 
on the basis of those broad humanities which make all 
mankind kin. 

I don’t anticipate any serious trouble with labor. I 
have never had any in my own shops. There may have 
been criticism of labor conditions in Bethlehem. If 
there has been any trouble there, any noteworthy dis- 
satisfaction, certainly it wasn’t very important, for it 
was not brought to my attention. 

The man who does the laborious task is font as 
much a part of the establishment as the president, 
and should be just as much interested in its success. 

I cannot discuss the labor policies in particular that 
shall govern me. Some of the principles that have been 
applied at Bethlehem, especially at the Bethlehem 
shipyards, will be employed in giving labor proper rec- 
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ognition and inciting incentive 
for the very best endeavor. 

I do not believe we will have 
much trouble in getting the 
needed workmen, and | am con- 
fident they will go about the job 
enthusiastically and  patriot- 
ically. 

The men respond to the right 
~ kind of appeal. It’s a delight to 
. me to visit the yards and mingle 

with the men. All they need is 
leadership from someone whom 
they believe in and think will 
treat them right. 

Co-ordination is a big prob- 
lem and one governed at times 
by factors over which we have 
no control. Weather conditions 
bear upon it heavily and so does 
transportation, for many items 
enter into the construction and , 
equipment of a vessel. These 
must be kept moving toward the 
yards in proper proportion to in- 
sure full productivity. I don't 
believe we will have any serious 
trouble on the score of basic ma- 


terials, like steel, though the 
demands on the mines and 
foundries are tremendous. I am 


a steel man, of course, but have 
no prejudice in its favor so far as 
ship construction is concerned. It is only stating a com- 
mon fact to say that steel is the most important basic 
ingredient entering into the program. But we are going 
to build all the wooden ships we can and all the con- 
crete ships, too, if they are found efficacious, and tests 
to date are satisfactory. 

When I planned the Bethlehem organization I put 
down duties for everyone except the President. When 
someone asked what the president’s duties would be, 
I replied that in the right kind of an organization the 
president shoul@# have’ no duties. You see, he should 
be free to watch the general movement and have time 
to give thought to the higher questions that have to 
be decided. The idea is carried out on this plan. 

It may be well in peace times to prepare for war, but 
in war there is but one uppermost thing to accomplish, 
and that is victory—to attain honorable peace. I doubt 
the wisdom of blending peace problems with war pur- 
suits, for nothing we planned or did would be of ac- 
count if we should lose the war. Hence we are build- 


- ing ships with which to aid in winning the war, and 


that prime and all essential aim should never escape us 
or be obscured by incidental] issues. 

However, the incidental value of the ships in making 
the readjustments necessary to peace will be enormous. 
Whatever happens, the world is going to be short of 
ocean-going tonnage, and needed reconstructions will 
cause heavy freight movements to continue at least for 
some years. Should peace find us, as war did, with- 
out ships, we would be tremendously handicapped in 
the fight for trade that will begin as soon as the war 
ends. With ships we will be fortified; perhaps have 
immense advantage over other industrial nations. 

Aside from the practical advantages, the glory and 
credit attaching to the restoration of America’s mer- 
chant marine should, as an incidental reward, be ample 
recompense for our efforts. Ships alone are not going 
to win the war, but without ships the war couldn't be 
won at all. They are indispensible, and a great and 
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emerged breathless from ‘the throng.

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T is now certain that after 
the war the United States, 
for the first-line protection 
of its extensive ocean fron- 
tiers, will have constructed 
and will maintain if not the 
very largest, then the second 

largest, navy in the world. But to 

make assurance doubly secure in 
fending off attack from the great centers of population 
and wealth along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, the 

War Department has asked Congress to authorize the 

establishment of a striking form of second-line de- 

fense, technically known as “mobile fortifications.” 

This will mean, briefly, that along both coasts, from 
Canada to Mexico, there will ‘be built military rail- 
roads for the swift transportation of ponderous trucks, 
especially designed for carrying cannon of the larg- 
est caliber, so that in the shortest space of time a 
mighty force of artillery may be mobilized against 
any naval assault or landing expedition, from what- 
ever point the attack may come. 

Along the railroads will be placed numerous con- 
crete bases for the guns, so constructed, according to 
plans, that the trucks can be run within them as a 
sbip enters a dock, and in a minimum of time be 
anchored to them in such a way that all the shock 
of the artillery’s discharge will be received by the 
concrete foundations, none of it being taken up by the 
railroad trucks or the road rail. 

Using similar apparatus, England is said to have 
armed her coasts with guns of 20-inch caliber, which 
will shoot more than 20 miles to sea. Our coast 
ordnance may be of the same size, and in fact the 
Panama Canal is defended with 20-inch guns, which 
dispatch a missile beyond the rim of the horizon. 

Needless to say, every concrete base will have charts 
showing the adjacent ocean plotted into squares. If 
an aviator or a lookout informs a gunner that a hos- 
tile ship is in such and such a square, it is no diffi- 
cult matter for him to plump a shell into that pre- 
cise square. A shower of 20-inch shells should spell 
quietus for any battleship afloat. 

An army officer, in discussing the proposed system, 
has calculated that 140 concrete bases, placed at suit- 
able intervals, would so adequately protect the coast 
line of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York and New Jersey that any enemy party attempt- 
ing to approach or land within this space would come 
within range of six of the guns or mortars. 

The number of trucks, each mounting a gun, nec- 
essary to protect the coast from Maine to Delaware, 
is estimated by the same authority at 110; while for 
the entire Atlantic seaboard the number required is 
calculated at 300. The concrete bases will cost be- 
tween $3000 and $4000 each, and the railroad gun trucks, 
with their armament, about $150,000 each. It has been 
figured that the coast line of the five states named in 
the paragraph above could be supplied with these mo- 
Dile forts at a cost of as little as $9,000,000. Each car 
would be manned by from 25 to 30 men. 
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Plans of War Department to Make It Impossible 
F for an Enemy to Invade the United States 


Massive concrete foundations to be built along the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, connected with links of railroad tracks, to 
which can be speedily brought huge artillery mounted on 
railroad trucks—One of the lessons of the big war __ -:- 


It is evident at once that the system of mobile forti- 
fications is far less expensive than that of stationary 
forts, while providing for fire that is just as accurate 
and just as powerful. Military experts point out other 
advantages which would seem to leave no question of 
choice between the two systems. 

A fortress, for instance, is in a fixed position, and 
if hostile gunners once get its range they have a per- 
manent and motionless target. But with the mobile 
artillery, it would be a simple matter, should the en- 
emy appear to be shooting dangerously close, to re- 
lease the railroad truck from the concrete base, hitch 
up a locomotive and retire to another spot from which 
to fire, or to retreat altogether out of the range of the 
hostile guns. 

The fixed fortress and its artillery must remain 
where they are, whatever the emergency or the danger, 
but the mobile artillery can shift quickly to points of 
advantage or safety. One fort cannot go to the aid 
of another that is hard-pressed, but the truck-mounted 
guns can mobilize hastily wherever an attack is being 
made or threatened. =~ 


The mobile gun offers a very small et, in com- 


parison with a fixed fort or a battleship; and even if 


it is sighted by an airplane it can move rapidly to quite 
another point, thus evading the gunners to whofn the 
aviator makes his report. It is peculiarly capable of 
finding secluded places of concealment, such as in 
hollows and behind hills, and easily adapts itself to de- 
fensive camouflage. 

The size and number of guns would not be known, 
because they could be changed at will, whereas the 
armament of a fixed fortress or of a battleship is al- 
most permanent. The guns can be fired in any desired 
direction from the car, and the car can be swiftly 
moved to any required foundation. 

A modern battleship offers a costly and large target, 
as compared to the mobile armament car. One shot 
well placed on a battleship might easily cause its en- 
tire destruction, together with its large number of 
guns and its crew of 1000 or more men. The battle- 
ship has the advantage of motion over the fixed fort- 
ress, thus making aim from the latter more difficult; 
but the mobile car can move still faster on land than 
any battleship can steam on the water. One direct 
hit upon a concrete foundation on which a gun is 
anchored—supposing such a hit to be made—would 
cause the loss of only one gun, one emplacement and 
perhaps a score of lives. One shot striking a first- 
class modern battleship may cost a loss of $20,000,000 
and 1000 lives; the same shot hitting a gun emplace- 
ment might cost a bit more than $150,000 and one- 
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hundredth as many lives. 


An attacking navy offers a target 
within sight and the possibility of ob- 
serving where the shots fall for a re- 
calculation on the next shot. But the 
mobile armament car may be fired 
from a hidden location, behind hills or 
in deep railway cuts, where the enemy 
cannot so readily observe or where hig 
fire cannot reach at all. No mortars can be mounted 
on ships, and it takes mortars, with their soaring 
trajectory, to fire over high obstacles such as a lofty 
hillside might be. 

In addition, the guns on a fleet have little or no 
chance of being used to advantage against land opera- 
tions. On the other hand, the mobile gun is quite as 
much at home in firing on a land party as it would be 
in shooting out to sea against a hostile navy. 

Airplane scouts have far better chances of spotting 
a fleet at sea than they would have in detecting 
numbers of separate and relatively small gun emplace- 
ments on land. And, as has been said, when the mo- 
bile gun does happen to be discovered, it can move 
with expedition to a new hiding place. 

The fact that the gun trucks and their bases are 
susceptible of concealment with no great difficulty 
is of the utmost value in modern warfare. Conceal- 
ment of artillery material from the enemy is today of 
paramount importance, and the French have even 
coined the maxim: “A battery seen is a battery lost.” 

Also, warfare today has proved that the opponent 
possessing artillery superior in range and in weight of 
projectile has a most material advantage over his ad- 
versary. In the duel for size and power between land 
and naval armament the advantage is and always will 
be with that on land, as the ship offers a base so in- 
comparably more fragile and unstable. 

In fact, the system of mobile fortifications seems 
to have all the advantages of the fixed fortress, in 
range and power of armament, together with the 
ship’s advantages of mobility. In order to protect a 
coast line with stationary fortresses it would be nec- 
essary to build a string of them from Maine to Call- 
fornia, so close together that there would be no spot 
at which an enemy could land or approach without 
coming under the fire of one of them. But if a hostile 
fleet should go steaming up and down the coast looking 
for a favorable landing place, the mobile gun cars 
could more than keep pace with it, and be always at 
hand wherever it might decide upon an attack. 

The invading fleet could make all the feint at- 
tacks it pleased; the itinerant guns might gather and 
find they had been deceived as to the point of assault; 
but they could get under way again and travel with 
the fleet more swiftly than it could go to the real 
point of attack. 

This, of course, would not have been possible before 
the adaption of heavy guns to railroad carriage. The 
guns mounted on caterpillar treads at the beginning 
of the war could be moved but slowly, at nothing like

They did not take me straight to 
the station, but took me through all 
the streets they could find, and, as 
usual, the women were there with the 
bricks and spit.

I was still half naked, but I did not 
mind the two-hour wait on the station 
platform. I noticed a little sign that 
read, “Berlin, 25 miles north,” and 
that was the first time I had much of 
an idea where Brandenburg was. 

When we got into the compartment 
and I found that the windows were not 
smashed, I could not believe it at first, 
until I remembered that this was not 
a prisoners train. We had a 48-hour 
ride to Lindau, which is on the Lake 
of Constance, and no food or water m 
that time. But still I did not mind it 
much. At Lindau they drilled me into a little house 


. and took away all the addresses that I had, and then 


marched me over to the little boat which crosses the 
lake. 


As I started up the gangway, the last thing I re- 
ceived in Germany reached me—a crack across the 
back with a rifle! 

The women and children on the dock had their 
fists up and were yelling: “American swine!” But I 
just laughed at them. And when I looked around the 
boat and saw no German soldiers—only Swiss civilians 
—I rubbed my eyes and could not believe it. When 
they gave me bread, which was what I had decided 
I wanted most of all back in the camp, I thought I 
was in heaven sure enough, and when, 45 minutes 
later, we arrived at Rorschach in Switzerland, I final- 
ly knew I was free, 


After I arrived at Rorschach, I was taken to a large 
hall, where I remained over night. There were three 
American flags on the walls, the first I had seen in a 
long time. I certainiy did a fine job of sleeping that 
night. I think I slept twice as fast to make up for 
lost time. 


In the morning I had a regular banquet for a break- 
fast—eggs, coffee, bread and a small glass of wine. 
Even now, although I never pass up a meal, that 
breakfast is still easy to taste, and I sometimes wish 
I could enjoy another meal as much. But I. guess I 
never shall have one that goes as good. 

After breakfast they took me out on the steps of 
the hall and photographed me, after which I went to 
the railway station, with a young mob at my heels. 
It reminded me a bit of Germany—it was so different. 
Instead of bricks and bayonet jabs, the mob gave me 
cigarettes and chocolate and sandwiches. They also 
handed me questions—enough to keep me busy an- 
swering to this day if I could. 

I got on the train to Zurich, and at every stop on 
the way there were more presents and more cameras 
and more questions. At St. Gallen they had cards 
ready for me to write on, and then they were going 
to send them to anybody I wished. The station at 
Zurich was packed with people, and I began to think 
I was a star for sure. 

Francis B. Keene, the American Consul-General at 
Zurich, and his assistant, were there to meet me. We 
walked a few blocks to his office, and all the way 
the cameras were clicking and the cholocates and cig- 
arettes piling up, until I felt like Santa Claus on Dec. 
94. After a little talk with Mr. Keene, he took me to 
the Stussehof Hotel, where my wounds were dressed 
—and, believe me, they needed it. 

The Swiss certainly treated me well. Every time I 
came out on the streets they followed me around, and 
they used to give me money. But the money might 
just as well have been leather or lead. Whenever 
I wanted to buy anything, the shopkeeper would make 
me a present of it. 

I also visited the Hotel Baur au Lac, the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold McCormick of Chicago, who are 
doing such fine work with the Red Cross and are 
looking after the Belgian and French refugees in 
Switzerland. It was a dinner, and much appreciated 
by one guest, at least. I need not mention his name, 
but he ate so much that he felt ashamed afterwards. 

I do not think he got in bad for it, though, for after- 
wards Mr. and Mrs. McCormick each gave him a val- 
vable present, which he needed badly. After the

Mr. Keene and myself. So, you can see, I was having 
a great time. 


But the crowd that I drew was nothing to the mob 
that: followed a big negro all around. I! do not 
know who he was, and when we talked, I could not 
understand him, but he certainly was the F. X. Bush- 
man of that place. Wherever I saw a big crowd of 
people, I knew he was in the middle of it, and when 
I caught sight of him he was sure to have both hands 
loaded with presents. I figured that negroes were 
scarce in Switzerland. What a treat it would be for 
a Swiss to. visit the black belt down South! 

But I was having a little trouble all the time, for 
this reason: There were quite a few Germans in- 
terned in Switzerland, and they went about in uni- 
form. Now, when I saw one of these birds and re- 
membered what had been happening ‘to me just a 
short time before, my hands began to itch. Believe me, 
it was not “good-morning’’ that I said to them. I 
enjoyed it all right; they were not in squads and 
had no arms, so it was hand to hand, and pie for me. 

But Mr. Keene did not like it, I guess, for he called 
me to his office one morning and bawled me out for a 
while, and I promised to be good. ‘You're supposed 
to be neutral,’”’ he said. And 1 said: “Yes, and when 
I was torpedoed and taken prisoner, I was supposed to 
be neutral, too.’ But I said I would not look for 
trouble any more, and started back to the hotel. 


But no sooner was I under way than a Hun pri- 
vate came along and began to laugh at me. My hands 
itched again, and I could not help but slam him a few. 
We went round and round for a while, and then the 
Hun reversed and went down instead. Mr. Keene saw 
us, or heard about it, so he told me |! had better go to 
Berne. 

So otf I went, with my passport. But the same 
thing happened in Berne. I tried very hard, but I 
just could not keep my hands off the Germans. So 
1 guess everybody thought it was a good thing to tell 
me good-by—anyway, I was shipped into France, go- 
ing direct to St. Nazaire and from there to Brest. 

I made a short trip to Hull, England, with a letter 
from a man at Brandenburg to his wife. She was not 
at home, but I left the letter and returned to France. 
I was in France altogether about three weeks, and 
then went to Barcelona, Spain. 

There I met Jack Johnson, the negro prize fighter, 
and went to a bull fight with him. He has been run 
out of several countries, and it may be that he has 
left Spain by this time. He was in the insurance 
business there, but did not seem to be very popular. 
About the first thing he asked me was, “How's Chi- 
cago?” and as I had never been there at the time, | 
could not give him very much dope. I[ did not advise 
him to return to the States. 

Then, I took passage for the States on the C. Lopez 
v Lopez, a Spanish merchantman. We had mostly 


' “Spigs” on board, which is a navy slang for Spaniards. 


Almost every one of them had a large family of chil- 
dren and a raft of pets. We sailed down through Va- 
lencia, Almeria, Malaga, Cadiz and Las Palmas in the 
Canary Island. When we left Las Palmas we had a 
regular menagerie aboard—parrots, canary birds, dogse, 
monkeys and various beasts. The steerage of that 


I think of it many times, and each time it is harder to 
stay ashore. 


The foregoing ends that part of Gunner Depew's 
book in which he tells of his frightful experiences when 
a prisoner in German hands. There are other pas- 
sages in the volume, however, which should be of in- 
terest, and one of these is the explanation of why 
this American sailor lad, just discharged from the 
American navy, and “loafing” a while before re-en- 
listing, should suddenly have decided to cast his lot 
with France in the great war. He gives it in these 
words: 

“After the war started, of course, I had heard more 
or less about the German atrocities in Belgium, and 
while I was greatly interested, | was doubtful at first 
as to the truth of the reports, for I knew how news 
gets changed in passing from-mouth to mouth, and I 
never was much of a hand to believe things until I saw 
them, anyway. Another thing that caused me to be 
interested in the war was the fact that my mother 
was born in Alsace. Her maiden name, Diervieux, is 
well known jn Alsace. I had often visited my grand- 
mother in St. Nazaire, France, and knew the country. 
So, with France at war, it was not strange that I 
should be even more interested than many other 
sailors. 

‘‘As I have said, I did not take much stock in the 
first reports of the Hun’'s exhibition of kultur because 
Fritz is known as a clean sailor, and I figured that 
nce real sailor would ever get mixed up in such dirty 
work as they said there was in Belgium. I figured 
that the soldiers were like the sailors. But 1 found 
cut I was wrong about both. 

“One thing that opened my eyes a bit was the trouble 
my mother had in getting out of Hanover, where she 
was when the war started, and back to France. She 
always wore a little American flag, and this both 
saved and endangered her. Without it, the Germans 
would have interned her as a French woman, and with 
it, she was sneered at and insulted time and again. 
She died about two months after she reached St. 
Nazaire. 

‘‘Moreover, I heard the fate of my older brother, who 
had made his home in France with my grandmother. 
He had gone to the front at the outbreak of the war 
with the infantry from St. Nazaire and had been killed. 

“But what put the finishing touches to me were the 
stories a wounded Canadian Lieutenant told me some 
months later in New York. He had been there and 
he knew. You could not help believing him; you 
can always tell it when a man has been there and 
knows.” ? : 

Out of his experience in two of the world’s largest 
navies, and his observations of the others, Gunner 
Depew tells wherein America’s excels: 

“There is no use comparing the various navies as» 
to which is best; some are better at one thing and 
some at another. The British navy, of course, is the 
largest, and nobody will deny that at most things 
they are topnotch—least of all themselves; they ad- 
mit it. But there is one place where the navy of 
the United States has it all over every other navy on 
the seven seas, and that is gunnery. The American 
navy has the best gunners in the world. And do not 
let anybody tell you different.”

“When we came out we had a regimental clerk 
named Tommy own,” the

the speed of a battle fleet. If these were the only 
means at hand, the fleet could mate a feint attack, 
decoy the guns thither, and then, after they had mob- 
jlized, dash away to some unprotected point. But with 
the new method the guns would dash after the ships 
and outstrip them. 

The weight of each car with its gun, it is estimat- 
ed, will be about 270,000 pounds, of which’ 170,000 
pounds will be the weight of the ordnance. Cars for 
supplying ammunition could be shifted quickly here 
and there to the points desired. 

Congress has been asked to make an appropriation 
for installing this system of defense, with the proviso 
that the appropriation shall lapse in the event the first 
cars constructed fall to meet the tests. These, it has 
been suggested, should be directed by officers of the 
ordnance, coast artillery and general staff, 

Thus the War Department hopes to solve the prob- 
lem, once considered almost impracticable, of provid- 
ing @ coast defense adequate to protect our immense 
reaches of ocean frontage. Our first line defense will, 
of course, be the navy, which none of us expects to 
see defeated. But if that calamity should happen, or 
if a wily enemy should contrive to elude its watch- 
fulness, then, as a agcond line of defense, we should 
have the system of mobile fortifications. And there 
is no reason why there should not be @ third, fourth 
and any number of Inside lines, for the truck-mounted 
guns would be as effective for land as for sea fighting.

HE minute they found our count one short, 
they blew the whistles, and a squad of sen- 


tries came up as an extra guard. They 
| counted us again, but by sneaking 
back of the line and closing up again, we 


muade the count all right except for one man—Fon- 
taine. We would have tried to cover up for him, ex- 
cept that they had already discovered his absence. 
Now, we thought, they will nab Fontaine, but will not 
discover the escape of the others. 

But evidently they suspected something, for soon 
they brought over a petty officer from H. M. S. No- 
mad, who had not been with us before, and forced him 
to call the roll from the mustering papers, while they 
watched the men as they answered. Then they discov- 
ered two more besides Fontaine were missing, and be- 
gan to search for them. 


The other two spoke German and had been missing’ 


for at least three days, and, I think, had escaped by 
thistjme. They were not returned while I was at 
Brandenburg. 

This was about 7 a.m. They drilled us down to the 
little lake, where the cold was much greater, and 
kept us there until 5 p. m., without food or drink. At 
about 8 that morning they found Fontaine in a French 
barracks, and kicked him all the way to the lake 
Whtre we were. 

All day long we stood there, falling one by one and 
getting kicked or beaten each time, until we dragged 
ourselves up again. Two or three died-—I do not know 
the exact number. But we had enough strength, when 
ordered back to the barracks, to kick Fontaine ahead 
of us all the way. We did not get anything to eat 
until 7 the next morning—24 hours without food and 
water, 10 of which were spent in 
the snow, without any protection 
from the cold and wind. No wonder 
we kicked Fontaine for bringing 
this punishment on us and endanger- 
ing the two who had escaped—he 
had simply strolled over to the 
French barracks and forgot to re- 
turn. 


Now, the food received was just 
about enough to keep us alive. I 
suppose, with true kultur, the Huns 
had figured out just how much it 
would take to keep a man on this 
side of the starvation line, and gave 
wus that much and no more. So we 
were always famished—always hun- 
grier than you probably ever have 
been. But sometimes when we were 
ravenously hungry and could not 
hold out any longer, we would trade 
rations. 


One man would trade his whole ra- 
tion for the next day for a half ra- 
tion today. That is, if you were so 
hungry that you thought you could 
not last out the day on your share, 
you would tell someone else that if 
he gave you half his rations today, 
you would give him all of yours to- 
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“Albert,” said one of his Russian cronies,

I do not know what happened during the next few 
days. 

But a week or so later the Spanish Ambassador and 
four German officers and Swatts came to our barracks, 
and the Ambassador told me I would be released! 
It was all | could do to keep from fainting again. 
Then Swatts asked me in English if I had anything 
to say about the treatment in the camp, and I began 
to think maybe it was a frameup of some kind, so all 
I said was, ‘“When will I get « ut of here?” and he said: 
“Why, you will be released tomorrow.” 

I did not wait to hear any more, but rushed into the 
barracks again, singing and whistling and yelling 
as loud as I could. The boys told me my face was 
very red, and I guess what little blood I had in my 
body rushed to my head, because I could hardly walk 
for a few minutes. 

Then the men began to think I was crazy, and 
none of them believed I would really be released, but 
that I was going to be sent to the mines, as so many 
were. But I believed it, and I just sat there oh my 
‘bunk and began to dream of the 
food I would get, and what I would 
eat first, and so on. 


I did not go to sleep that nigzht— 
just walked from barracks to bar- 
racks until they chased me away, 
and then walked up and down my 
own barracks the rest of the night. 
When I got to the Russian barracks 
and told the two doctors my news, 
they would not believe me at all, al- 
though they knew there had been 
some important visitor at the camp.

One day a war correspondent named Bennett, from 
a Chicago paper, came to the camp, and went through 
all the barracks.

Instead of answering, he began to ask all sorts of 
questions. Finally, after I had told him I had been in 
the French service. I asked him if he could help me 
in any way. He answered that I had only myself to 
blame, and that it served me right, if | had been in one 
of the allied armies.

When I left their barracks, I began to cry, because 
it did not seem possible that I was going away, and 
already I could see them starving slowly, just as I 
had been starving.

They searched me, and then drilled me 
back to barracks again. Then the men all thought 
they were just playing a joke on me, and they said so. 

The same thing happened the next day, and when 
one of the men said they probably would be slammed 
up against a wall and shot, I began to feel shaky. [ can 
tell you. 


But the third morning, after they had searched me, 
the commander said, “Well, you'll have to have a bath 
before you leave the country,” and I was so glad that 
I did not mind about the bath, although I remembered 
the last one | had, and it did not agree very wel! with 
me..

There were four sentries with me, but not Swatts, 
nor did | see him anywhere around, for which I was 
sorry.

mother, former school teacher 


al Odessa—His ambition to be- 
come orchestral conduclor. 


pedagogues, hag this season launched in 

America two pupils of genius. Their op- 

posing temperaments have caused them 
to receive nicknames. Jascha Heifetz is “the 
classicist,” Toscha Seidel is “the romanticist.” 

Heifetz came to this country in advance of his 
teacher; Prof. Auer brought Seidel with him. 
Previously the great Hungarian teacher had be- 
stowed upon this country Mischa Elman, Efrem 
Zimbalist, Eddy Brown and Kathleen Parlovw. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Heifetz had pre- 
ceded him and had taken the country by storm, 
Séidel walked out on the stage of Carnegie Hall 
a few weeks since and proceeded to take his place 
among the elect of the violin. He is a stocky, 
swarthy, finely-featured boy of 18, with luminous 
eyes and a shock of black hair. 

_He attributes his success to his mother, who accom- 
panied him to this country. She is an alert, buoyant 
Jewish woman, who was for 15 years a school teacher 
in Odessa. Although he is making money at the rate 
of more than $50,000 a year, he receives only $1 for 
each concert at which he plays. His mother permits 
him this allowance, and stores the rest away until he 
comes of age. The following interesting story of the 
boy prodigy’s career was written from facts supplied 
by Mme. Seidel. . 


| EOPOLD AUER, most famous of violin 


OSCHA SEIDEL 'was born in Odessa: his 

father just a man of business, not an 

overly prosperous one, who knows not a 

note of music. From the time when 

he was 3 the boy began to evince an in- 

terest in the violin. He often heard his 

uncle—his mother’s brother—play. This 

uncle was a man of some accomplishments, a gradu- 

ate of the Prague Conservatory. The boy, when the 

violin was going, could not be pried out of his chair. 

When playtime came he would get two sticks and 

saw away in emulation of his fiddling uncle. When it 
came to toys he demanded a violin. 

The uncle immediately saw that the boy’s ear was 
awake and precocious. He tried to prevail on the 
mother to make a musician of her son. But she re- 
fused to have any truck with such ideas. 

But, while the boy was still only 3 years old, a 
striking thing happened. The uncle was trying to 
convince the mother that her boy had extreme talent. 
She was protesting as usual. A demonstration was 
arranged. The boy had heard his uncle play the 
Twenty-fourth Etude of Paganini on several occa- 
sions, and seemed to like the piece. This day young 
Toscha was sitting in his chair as usual when his 
uncle began the etude. The boy was transported. 
Suddenly the uncle began to play off key and out of 
time. The expression on the boy’s face changed. He 
jumped up and cried: 

“Wrong! Wrong! Play it right!” 

But still Toscha Seidel was not put to studying 
the violin until he was 7. Then he was apprenticed 
to Prof. Fiedemann, a pupil of Auer's, who was liv- 
ing in Odessa. From his seventh till his ninth year 
he studied with this instructor, appearing only at a 
student recital. or two. But when the boy was 9, 
Alexander Fiedemann of Berlin, for five years the 
teacher of Mischa Elman, went to Odessa and heard his 
brother’s pupil play. The Berlin master sat quietly in 
the small parlor of the Seidel home. The boy stood 
before him playing. In the midst of it all Fiedemann 
stopped him to wipe the tears from his eyes. 

Just here the Fates changed horses for Toscha 
Seidel and. his mother. Fiedemann insisted that the 
boy come at once to Berlin and perfect himself. His 
mother would, in that case, have to accompany him. 
She would have to leave her husband and go out into 
the far and strange country with her Toscha and her 
one younger son, then a baby. 

The woman had a severe struggle. Was she to re- 
main in Odessa, true to the Talmudic ideal of wife-

#headed practical Seidel—who seems not to have been 


so hard-headed after all—was bitterly opposed to his 
wife’s going. But in the end, after many an hour of 
indecision, she packed up her belongings, took her 
two children and went to Berlin. 


These three adventurers were far from rich. They 
had only the mother’s teacher pension and what little 
the husband might send from time to time. More- 
over, this proud Jewish woman was determined to take 
none of the usual patronizing charitableness. that likes 
to spend itself on young talent. -It looked as though 
the Seidels were in for a hard passage. In this crux a 
Maecenas appeared—one Justizrath Teodor Stern, who 
heard young Seidel play, liked his promise and set out 
to help him succeed. Many vears earlier this same 
German-Jewish justiciary counsellor had done a sim- 
ilar thing. Marcella Sembrich had come to him, played 
a violin, and asked him for assistance. He requested 
her to sing. “I will help you to a vocal career,” said 
Stern then. “You should sing, not play the violin,” 
and Marcella Sembrich sang her way to a place beside 
Patti's. 


Now Stern set out to help Seidel. The boy’s mother 
would take no money, so Stern had to bring about his 
assistance in other ways. For one thing, he bought the 
boy his first good violin, paying 6500 marks ($1625) 
for it. Later he also gave Seidel his present concert 
violin, an instrument for which 18,000 marks ($4500) 
was paid. — 


Under such happy patronage, young Seidel remained 
in Berlin two and one-half years. His mother, mean- 
time, had been hearing more and more of Auer, and 
told herself her boy must have the benefit of the great 
Hungarian's tutelage. 

She carried her desire to Stern, who protested. 
Toscha should have only German teachers, should be 
a product of Berlin. Then Stern got up, walked across 


-the room, and changed his mind. The boy must go 


to Auer. 


Auer was in Berlin; an appointment was made. 
Mme. Seidel took her 12-year-old son, her high re- 
solve and 50 marks, the usual hour's fee with Auer, 
and went to her appointment. She describes the first 
meeting: 

“Prof. Auer sat down at the piano and played the 
accompaniment. As Toscha played the professor kept 
turning about and watching him. Then he played on, 
turning again and again to measure my boy. I could 
not tell what was in Auer’s face. His eyes were in- 
scrutable. My heart was going wildly. Toscha finished. 

“Prof. Auer got up, walked across the floor, lighted 
a cigarette. I could see he was excited. He turned up 
and down a few times and sent my boy out into the 
garden. There was nothing for either of us to say. |! 
saw the great man was moved. So I simply took out 
my 50 marks, laid them on the table and began to 
thank him. He shoved my money back to me with 
au ironic smile. 


‘I should take your 50 mars? he said. ‘I ought 
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to pay to hear him play. He plays as the birds in 
the woods sing.’ 

“How happy I was I can never tell anyone. Prof. 
Auer was an angel to Toscha. He has a heart for 
talent only. To all else he is cold, repellent. But 
great talent moves him, is his passion. Prof. Auer 
made it possible for us Jews, to live in Petrograd. 
He saw that Toscha had a fine violin, but a poor 
bow. Auer personally bought another bow for 
him. When we were in trouble and need, Prof. 
Auer helped us. When we were discouraged he 
spurred us on. When we were prisoners of war 
in Germany, he arranged to get us released. 

“Ah, he has done everything, everything! And 
you must remember that neither from Toscha nor 
from Jascha Heifetz did Prof. Auer tate money. 
On the contrary, he even gave money to help those 
two boys along. You know, Jascha and Toscha are 

the greatest and sincerest friends. What felicity 
it is to see them both triumph!” 

Young Seidel studied with Auer for six years in 
all. This last was his third concert season, so that 
he is not really new to criticism or to success. His 
debut was made in Christiania in 1915, and he has 
played repeatedly in the three Scandinavian cap- 
itals. 

In teaching Seidel, Auer’s constant care was to 
hold the boy in. He had too much passion and 
fury. The teacher's task was to bridle him if ever 
he was to get the repose and aloofness necessary to 
the playing of classical music. The marvel is that 
he was able to do it. 

“He always compated Toscha to an Arabian horse 
that was likely to tear itself té pieces,” Mme. Seidel 
interjected. : 

“Heifetz and I are close friends,”’ Seidel interrupt- 
ed. “He is my one real intimate. No one in the world 
is so dear to me as a companion. We have struggled 
up together and arrived together. No jealousy has ever 


existed. There is no need for it. And there is no 
need to compare us, either. I think Jascha is without 
a peer.” 


“Yes,” said Mme. Seidel, ‘“‘when Jascha plays a con- 
cert, afterward Toscha throws himself on Jascha 
and says: ‘You are wonderful; you have played like 
a god!’ But Jascha says, ‘No, no. I wish I might 
play as you do.’ When Toscha plays, Jascha comes to 
hear him and afterward he says, ‘You have played like 
a god, Toscha.’ But Toscha, too, always says, ‘No, I 
can never play as you do, Jascha’.”’ 

Then Mme. Seidel began to reprove her son for 
wastefulness. He had spent all of a dollar and a half 
the day before, taking in the movies. 

“Yes,” said Seidel; “that’s a lot of money for me, 
All I get is $1 for a concert and $2 for an appearance 
with an orchestra; that’s my allowance. So it’s seri- 
ous when I spend money. I guess I'm a regular spend- 
thrift, though. I can’t hold on to anything. Now 
Jascha Heifetz is different. I think he has got over 
a hundred dollars saved up.” 

The humor of such a situation in the lives of young 
artists, each earning from $56,000 to $100,000 a year, 
was not lost on its principal. 

“However,” said Seidel, “Jascha and I are better 
off than a violinist I met in Scandanavia—an older 
man. I told him all { got from mother was a crown 
a concert and that I was thinking of striking for a 
raise. ‘A crown a concert!’ said he. ‘Well, you're 
better off than I am at that. Every time I give a 
concert I have to pay out a hundred crowns deficit.’ 

“IT am really fortunate in my mother. If I didn't 
have her I'd never have a cent. This way, when I 
come of age I shall have piled up some savings. The 
same is true-of Jascha. His parents handle his money 
for him and will keep it till he’s old enough to handle 
it himself.” 

Finally the young violinst was asked whether he 
hoped some day to compose. 

“No,” said he promptly. “I do not feel the urge to 
modern composition in me. What I must become one 
day is a conductor. The violin has, after all, its limi- 
tations; the orchestra is illimitable. That is what I 
eventually want to do. And as preparation for it 
Im educating myself. I want to learn everything, 
know everything. I want to be an all-around human 
being, to whom no branch of knowledge is closed: And 
I want to experience and to suffer everything. That's 
the only way an artist can become really great and ex- 
press the deep and subtle things.” 

Seidel’s ambition to become a conductor is scarcely 


surprising. Eugen Ysaye, the famous Belgian, has 


recently been chosen as permanent director of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. Another celebrated vir- 
tuoso, though on another instrument—Ossip Gabrilo- 
wich, the pianist—has been elected to head the Detroit 
Symphony Orchestra. Liszt, the greatest piano ex- 
ecutant in history, did his most memorable work as 
director of an opera orchestra. Max Zach, formerly 
viola sola performer of the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra, is director of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra,
